Shannon, within ſix miles of the Town of 
Limerick, ſo, that the place is intirely block- 
ed up on all hands: That by ſome cout 
derabie Deſferters, which came lately out 
of the City into our Camp, the General 
had an Account, that Tyrconnel Gied in L*- 
merick, the day before they came away ; 
his Diſtemper was partly a Feaver, bur 
ciiefly Diſpair and Trouble of mind.  occa- 
ſtoned, according to the Relation the De- 
ſerters give of ir; as foiloweth : A ſtrong 
Party being form.d in the 7riſþ Army, a-
